Quit Indonesia

NEW DELHI, India — (UP) — 


‘The Asian Conference decided last 


night to ask the United Nations 
Security Council to order the 
Dutch to withdraw immediately 


from Indonesian territory taken in | 


their Dec. 18 offensive and to quit 
all Indonesia by Jan. 1, 1950. 

The decision was incorporated 
in a resolution approved at a se- 
cret session of the 19-nation con. 
ference. With other resolutions, in. 
cluding one looking toward an 
ultimate Pan-Asian Union, it will 
be submitted to a final plenary 
session for formal ratification. 

As approved for submission to 
UN Sec. Gen. Trygve Lie. the 
resolution called specifically for:

ATHENS—Hay Boyle, Associ- 
ated Press columnist and Pulitzer 
prize winner, has been added to 
the list of noted speakers sched- 
uled to address the twenty-first an- 
nual Georgia Press Institute at the 
University of Georgia Feb. 16-19, 
Institute Chairman Jack Williams, 
Waycross, and Dean John EE. 
Drewry, Henrv W. Grady School 
of Journalism, announce.  Bovle 
will speak as the guest of the Ma- 
con Telegraph-News. 

Often called “the Poor Mans 
Philosopher” of the American 
Press, Bovle won his reputation 
and the Pulitzer prize for his out- 
standing correspondence during 
World War II. His war reporting 
started in 1942 when he went 
ashore with the first wave of as- 
sault troops in North Africa. Later 
he landed with Patton in Sicily, 
with the infantry at Salerno, and 
was one of the first correspond- 
ents into Naples, following the 
doughboys through to the end at 
Cassino. 

After covering the Allied forces’ 
progress from the Normandy coast 
to Berlin and the European vic- 
itory, he left for the Pacific and 
‘was one of the first correspond- 
‘ents into Tokyo. From Japan he 
‘returned to the United States via 
‘Asia and Europe. 

Born in Kansas City, Boyle 
started work for the Associated 
Press as an office boy, left to at- 
tend the University of Missouri, 
where he was graduated ‘with dis- 
tinction in English,” and rejoined 
the AP at St. Louis, where he dis- 
tinguished himself as a _ feature 
writer. He went to Kansas City 
for a year and then to New York, 
where he was a top member of the 
iwriting staff when given his war 
a ignment.

Proposals that have been intro-, 


duced in the Senate and are still 
in committee include a bill by 
Sen. J. Knox Gholston, of Comer, 
calling for a 10-man Constitution-' 
at highway board to be elected by 
the Legislature. This likely will 
prove controversial, however, for, 
not only does Talmadge favor a 
three-man board, but Gholston’s 
bill would take the power of ap- 
pointment away from the Gover- 
nor. 

Other Senate committees have 
bills to provide State-owned liquor 
stores, to increase the salaries of 
and 
increase mileage 
allowances for State employees. 
Ancther would provide for the 
chartering of nonprofit corpora- 
tion group hospital insurance. 

Sen. Spence Grayson, of Savan- 
nah, has announced he will intro- 
duce tomorrow legislation for a’ 
$26,000,000 bond issue for the de- 
velopment of State ports. 

In the matter of finances, the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will meet Tuesday to set pol- 
icy on a proposed sales tax and 
income tax bill to raise additional 
revenue. Talmadge has not speci- 
fied how to raise more revenue, 
and the people eventually will de- 
cide in a referendum, but two of 
his friends, Rep. Frank Gross, of 
Stephens, and Rep. Frank Cates, 
of Burke, are pushing a three per 
cent sales tax plan. 

Gross and Stephens have intro-| 
duced a bill that would further! 
disfranchise city voters when the 
lax referendum is held. It calls 
for the election to be decided by a 
vote of a “majority of the coun-' 
ties.” If such a bill is passed, Chat- 
tahoochee County, with only 264 
voters, would have a

The House has approved a reg- 
ular budget bill of $108,252,.959, as 
requested by the Governor. But 
the House went wild on the con- 
tingent appropriations. Instead of 
reducing the contingent budget of 
$42,500,000 by $7,000,000, as Tal- 
madge requested, the House upped 
it to $50,953,733, making the total 
regular and contingent budget a 
record $159,252,959. 

The Senate is expected to tack 
on an additional $2,500,000 to the 
contingent budget by restoring ap-:

Last September Abe invested his 
worm money in a house and large 
lot about three and a half miles 
outside of Macon.

Eases Solitary, Asks Psychiatric Aid 


The matron said Lucy was “bad” 
—and Lucy herself admitted it. 

“T ran away,” she explained. 

“Where were you going?” 

She gazed out the barred win- 
dow of her tiny room at the tree 
tops blowing on the neighboring 
hill. 

“Just going,” she sald. 

“Going home?” 

She tore her gaze away from the’ 
tree tops and looked squarely at 
her visitor for the first time. | 

“T ain’t got a home,” she said. | 

That’s why Lucy is a guest at’ 
Georgia’s 
Girls at Adamsville. That’s why | 
she is sojourning at what juvenile 
workers call “the Last Resort.” | 
She hasn’t a home; she has never 
had an adequate home. | 

She ts one of 94 girls, ranging 
in age from 11 to 19 years, who 
have repeatedly balked juvenile 
court workers’ efforts to deter 
them from such offenses as tru- 
ancy, shop-lifting, prostitution. 

She will be at the Adamsville 
institution for a year—or until 
her behavior is adjudged so im- 
proved she can be paroled to | 

the juvenile court. | 


What happens to her there? 

Georgia’s Training School for 
Girls is an improvement on the 
old-fashioned reformatory, where) 
punishment was the sole consider- 
ation in incarcerating the girl. It 
is still, however, considered anti- 
quated in a few respects, specifi- 
cally the automatic three-month 
“solitary” treatment imposed on| 
all newcomers to the institution, 
and the lack of psychiatric treat- | 
ment. | 

But rehabilitation is the aim of| 
the institution—and that is the’ 
aim of Miss Lucille Phillips, who 
took office as Superintendent Jan. | 
3. She has already started easing | 
up on the enforced solitary for 
newcomers, she hopes to obtain 
psychiatric and psychological help 
for her charges soon, and she has 
eliminated some of the harder 
forms of labor which formerly en- 
gaged the girls. 

“Tl’ve taken them out of the 
coal bin,” Miss Phillips pointed 
out. “They used to have to fire 
the furnace. The second day 
I was here the boiler blew up 
and we had to buy a new fur- 
nace. I guess it was a good thing, 
in a way. We needed a new 
furnace—and I found, quickly 
and dramatically, that the girls 
were doing work I consider un- 


suitable and too heavy fore.

Miss Phillips has also launched 
a program to get modern laundry 
equipment for the girls, who must 
do not only their personal laundry 
but all the heavy institutional 
wash, towels, sheets and even the 
blankets and spreads.

For those who 
have venereal diseases—and a few 
of them do—the Superintendent 
promptly begins a series of peni- 
cillin treatments. 

The new girls are confined for 
three months to their rooms — 
small individual cubicles includ- 
ing a single bed, a chair, and a 
chest of drawers in the new build- 
ing.

The only time Delta Air Line 
Stewardess Mary Cahile was ever 
airsick was when she rode “Leap- 
in’ Lena” down the main street 
in Hapeville.

There are some who hold that annexa- 
tion is the only logical means of bringing 
parts of the greater Atlanta area into the 
city proper. Others insist consolidation of 
city and county government is the proper 
course, while still others want a borough 
system. 

It seems to us that the method is not 
so important as the end. 

The fact is that Atlanta and the citizens 
in outlying districts must make a choice, 
without delay. This choice will determine 
whether the City will attain the ultimate 
of its possibilities or whether it gradually 
will become paralyzed and eventually 
begin to wither away.

Reply to Mr. Truman's 


As if in reply to President Truman’s 
challenge to world Communism, the strug- 
gle in China seems ready to come to a 
head, thereby tossing another baffling 
problem into American laps. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s “leave 
of absence” obviously leaves the door open 
for peace at last in troubled China, or at 
-Jeast an armistice. If the guns finally cease 
firing it will be the first time since July 
7, 1937, when Japanese and Chinese troops 
clashed at Marco Polo Bridge.

eral Assembly a proposed Constitutional 
amendment and a bill which would pro- 
vide for an 1l-man commission to investi- 
gate and submit their findings to the vot- 
ers in the 1950 elections.

And it is clear that under present 
conditions, wherein each little political fac- 
tion wants to expand Atlanta its-own way, 
is not solving the problem. And the prob- 
lem is growing so urgent that the only 
alternative to action is stagnation.

We have never had a real policy in re- 
gard to Communist expansion in Asia. We 
have one for Europe and it has proved 
successful.

Lets Argue Only the Merits of the Issue 


Those who are so quick to condemn the 
voter-qualification bill sponsored by the 
Talmadge Administration inevitably over- 
look two factors. 

First, since the Boswell decision there 
are no legal qualifications whatever for 
voting in Georgia today except as to 
criminal record and residence require- 
ments. — | 

Second, Herman Talmadge won the last 
election by a considerable majority. If he 
were, as his opponents have been so vig- 
orously suggesting, eager to build a fool- 
proof political machine for the coming 
‘years, it would be only logical for Gov. 
Talmadge to wish to retain present vot- 
ing lists which elected him rather than 
abolish them and start anew. 

It is because some Georgians seem to 
have a predilection for getting mired in 
political controversy before the facts of an 
issue are ascertained that we mention 
these things. 

We would like for the voter-qualifica- 
tion bill to be aired on the floor of the 
General Assembly on the basis of what 
will be best for democracy in the State 
instead of which political faction or which 
political figures may gain from any change 
in the present system.

belief that qualifications for voters not 
only are desirable but necessary if we are 
to preserve the essence of democracy. But 
we are equally convinced that qualifying 
tests must be administered impartially, 
without regard to color or personality. We 
believe the latter not merely because the 
Boswell decision makes it mandatory, but 
because to do otherwise is morally wrong. 

If we are correct in our preliminary in- 
terpretation, the qualifications set forth in 
the substitute bill are amazingly lenient. 
In fact, literacy plus the normal require- 
ments of residence and freedom from 
criminal record actually comprise the 
sum total of its stipulated qualifications. 
For those who are illiterate provision is 
made for a standard test, the answers to 
which are to be written down and pre- 
served and which may be used should the 
registrars’ decision be questioned in the 
courts. 

There will be much dissent over the pro- 
vision requiring re-registration at speci- 
fied periods, however. 

The bill will not pass as it now stands. 
Debate will bring compromise and will 
reveal possible flaws. We hope this de- 
bate will be confined to the merits of 
the bill and not be allowed to wander 
down the blind alley of partisan politics. 
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--But They Don t Have To Join 


Retail gasoline dealers won’t have to join any organization to get the State’s 2 percent tax 
refund to cover evaporation on tax prepaid gasoline—if the Legislature puts up the money this ses- 
gion: If the dealers want the Georgia Association of Petroleum Retailers to handle the bookkeep- 
ing for them in applying to the State for the refund, they will, of course, either have to be mem- 


bers of this association or pay a “service charge.’ 


Hugh McWhorter had suspected a 
“joker” in the tax refund move when he saw a 
GAPR letter requiring membership or payment 
of “service fees” for dealers to obtain the refund. 
It was not understood that this was for book- 
keeping work offered by the association—and 
that individual dealers could make out their own 
applications for State refunds without paying 
anybody anything. McWhorter still is fighting 
the payment of these dealers any funds. The 
dealers contend they prepay States taxes when 
they obtain their gas from the wholesalers, and 
then part of the gasoline evaporates and they 
don’t get prepaid in full by the consumers 


The Legislature is considering a bill to 
divide the Northeastern Judicial Circuit into 
two circuits. Enemies of this move label it 
an attempt to create another job—an unnec- 
essary job. The judge who is doing the work 
(Judge Herbert Edmondson) says he doesn’t 
need this help which the bill sponsors are 
trying te provide him. His predecessor in 
effice, Judge Boyd Sloan, likewise said the 
job is not too heavy for one judge. Despite 
the fact that this is the largest circuit in the 
State, geographically speaking, opponents of 
the bill say that the work is relatively light. 


The bill’s sponsor$ complain that the circuit 
is so large that in some counties court is held 
only twice a year. This necessitates a prisoner 
remaining in jail six months while awaiting 
trial, they say.

At all the functions this closeness has been marked. At a meet- 
ing of the Finance Committee the President served as master of 
ceremonies. He spoke of Barkley, saying that he, the President, 
had always called him boss in the Senate because Barkley so long 
had been the majority leader for the Democrats, and that he was 
He then spoke of his 
affection for Sam Rayburn. As the dinner was held on Wednesday 
night, Rayburn still outranked Barkley, being Speaker, while Bark- 
ley was merely a Senator, and the President said Rayburn would 
therefore be introduced first.

DOVER, Del.—Coming out of the rush and clamor of New York into the 
peace of this little town is like suddenly stepping off a. merry-go-round, where 
the calliope blares frenzied music, into the. quiet of a meadow where the only 
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neath its ancient elms. 

There was no redcap at the station, and no 
taxi, but I didn’t mind.” The sun was warm, the 
sky was blue, the little station, like the time- 
worn old buildings along the street leading back 
from the station, all seemed to say, “O. K., buddy.

So I sat down on my luggage to wait and 
pretty soon the station agent came out and 
chatted pleasantly a moment, and said he'd bet 
a taxi would be along in a moment.

“Yes,” we asked, “but doesn’t it take some- 
thing out of the soil that has to be replaced?” 

“Oh, I’m not saying you can scatter it on 
a barren, dry hillside and it will thrive for ever 
after. It will live but it needs nitrogen, phos- 
phate and potash; you must be prepared to fer- 
tilize it as you would any crop—until, that is, 
our soil is restored to the richness it once had 
before erosion set in.” 

The word erosion set off another of Mr. 
Cope’s pet dreams: the day when Georgia streams 
will no longer be muddy with silt from her hills. 


We looked at the Yellow River, which was 
about two shades lighter than Upson County’s 
Potato Creek and Flint River, and agreed heart- 
ily with him. “The Indian name for Yellow 
River was Cocklapoochee, meaning ‘green water’,” 
he said. “Someday it will be green again. The 
2,300 persons who own land on it have formed 
the Yellow River Watershed Association to stop 
erosion by the planting of grass wherever pos- 
sible. This will mean that Jackson Lake, the 
Ocmulgee and Altamaha will also be clearer.” 

Several things were clearer already as we 
drove away with a red pot of manganese 
clover; one was that Channing Cope is doing a 
fine work not only in Newton County and 
along the Yellow River’s banks but throughout 
Georgia and the South. A letter had come in 
to him that morning from France—about kudzu. 
“A lot of people think it is a joke. I have taken 
a lot of ribbing about that plant but the Kudzu 
Club has 20,000 members now,” he told us

Touring Tips

No professional truck driver 
is ever caught with a eloudy 
or frosted windshield. He has a 
trick or two in his cab, and un- 
der the hood, well worth eon- 
sidering. 

Your windshield clouds up in- 
side because moisture from the 
warm air condenses on the eold 


| glass. If your car isn’t equipped 


with defrosters, you can clean 
away the fog by opening the 
left hand front ventilator win- 


| dow a few inches, or by using 
| one of those small rubber-bladed 
| fans which attach to the steer- 
| ing column. 


Your best advance insurance 


| for keeping the outside of the 
_ glass clear and clean is a pair 
| of fresh 


rubber blades for the 
windshield wiper arms. They 
take a terrific beatigg from 


year-around weather and should 
+ be changed at least once a year. 


Truckers avoid a morning coat 


of ice on their windshields by 


taping a newspaper over the 
glass the night before. Many 
swear by a Bull Durham tobac- 
co sack filled with rock salt, 
which when rubbed over the 
windshield or rear glass will 
clear ice in a matter of seconds. 
A razor blade will scrape off 
soft ice but care is necessary to 
prevent scratching the glass; a 
much better instrument is a 
small piece of wood, with a nar- 
row, flat edge. 

But one of the best tricks I 
know was given: me by a long- 
range trucker who hits every 
kind of weather. He inserts a 
piece of rolled newspaper under 
the rear edge of the hood, near 
the windshield, forming a crack 
through which warm air from 
the engine blows against the 
glass, keeping it dry and clear. 

It works on passenger cars, 
too!

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Some New (and Old) Ways To Forecast Weather 


By SAUL PETT 


“ NEW YORK—(?)—Every man 
should be his own weatherman, 


‘I always say. 

Especially when the Weather 
Bureau crossés you and you come 
out dressed for sunshine and get 
trapped in a blizzard with no hat 
or rubbers or overcoat. That hap- 
pened to me once too often, so I 
hunted for another way of fore- 
easting the weather. 

I consulted rawboned farmers 
and weather-beaten sailors, some 
very old books, the man in the 
street, spinsters and rheumatics, 
some not so very old books, stu- 
dents of race track conditions, 
golfers who study the weather 
but play anyway, and my aunt’s 
first cousin (om my father’s 
side). 

On the basis of this research 

{into timeless proverbs, rhymes 
and sayings I can now predict: 


It will snow if— 


Grouse shake their feathers at 
night; turkeys sit in trees and 
to come down; cows bel- 

low in the evening; cats sit with 
their backs to the fire; iry 
leaves rattle in the trees; rabbits 
take to open country; many me 
teors fall; black clouds gather in 
the north in Winter; burning 
wood pops more thar usual in 


It will thaw if— 

Old sheep eat little; cats wash 
their faces; hogs rub themselves 
in Winter; snowflakes get big- 
ger. 

It will be a long, hard Winter 


The leaves are slow to fall; 
the breast bone of the goose is 
red or has many red spots; 
bushes are thick with berries; 
squirrels grow unusually bushy 
tails; the brown band on certain 
caterpillars are narrow; Autumn 
had a lot of fog; the skin on the 
belly of a catfish is unusually 
thick; the mole digs his hole two 
and a half feet deep (the Winter 
will be mild if the hole is one 
foot deep); October was warm; 
onion skins are thick (“onion’s 
skin very thin, mild Winter com- 
ing in; onion’s skin thick and 
tough, coming Winter cold and 
rough”). 

It will be cold if— 

The sky has lots of comets; 
pigs pick and store straws and 
leaves or become uneasy and 
grunt and huddle _ together;

This works 
somewhat like a telegram, only by 
word of mouth.
